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1. Applicants' arguments, with regards to Examiner's rejection under 35 U.S.C 103 (a), filed May 13, 2009, has been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. 

2. Applicants argue regarding claims 1, 8, and 15 on page 6-7 of the Applicant's Response that nothing in Grossman indicates that 
contact records are identified with a result of no contact as is recited by Claim 8. Moreover, Applicants argues "nothing in Grossman 
indicates that the "flagged for updating" results in an update of updated contact numbers as recited by Claims 1 and 15 or contact 
information from an update resource as recited by Claim 8." 

Knowing that claim 8 recites the limitation "identifying contact records having contact attempts with a result of no contact" and "obtaining 
updated contact information for the selected contact records from an update resource." And Claim 1 recites the limitation "a contact update 
engine interfaced with the contact record database and operable to identify one or more contact records for update of the associated 
contact numbers based on one or more update factors." 



The Examiner respectfully disagrees with Applicant's arguments, in page 56, lines 21-24 of the Original specification gives an 
example for using update factors, such as an answered call that indicate a wrong number, for selecting and updating contact numbers. 
Grossman clearly teaches that a wrong party contact occurs if an answering machine or another individual answers the telephone, the 
operator inputting a report on the outcome of the attempt into the computer terminal. Then, the account record and the contact history 
database are flagged for updating (see Grossman col. 4, lines 35-50), so that contact record is identified with a result of no contact and 
selected for updating. Therefore, Svoronos and Grossman clearly teach claims 1, 8, and 15. 
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
